A Stirring Meeting. Father O'Callahan a 


Brilliant Orator, Catholic Tem- 


perance 
Effort. 


There was a temperance meeting: last 


night in St. Joseph's hall under the au- 
spices of the P. M. T. A. society that was 
an inspiration to every temperance man, 
woman and child that was present, and 
which should result in an awakening 
in behalf of the cause of temperance in 
this pluce. 


Members of the temperance society 


marched to the hall a little before 8 
o'clock to the martial music of the Conti- 
nental Drum corps, and when the meeting 
opened the hall was comfortably filled. 


Messrs Hyland and McGrath sang a 


pleasing duet, and then Father Burke in- 
troduced the orator of the evening, Bev. 
Fr. O'Callahan of New York city. 
It is 


very seldom that an audience has the 
privilege of listening to so able a spsakflr 
as Father O'Callahan has proven himself 
to be. Earnest, inspiring, with a power 
to come close to his audience, having a 
splendid command of language but with 
no rhetorical display, he held his audi- 
ence's closest attention during every mo- 
ment of three-quarters of an hour. Be- 
ginning with the famous quotation from 
the Scotch philosopher, Sir William Ham- 
ilton : "There is nothing great in the 
world but man; and there is nothing great 
in man but mind," he pictured the grand 
possibilities in the human mind 
and 


character; but there was lurking in the 
world an arch enemy bitterly hostile to 
the best there is in man—and that was 
intemperance—the world's greatest curse. 
The speaker then, in a most effective way, 
referred to the pitiful scenes of wrecked 
lives and ruined character that had come 
under his own observation in his work 
in 
Xew York city. 
Then logically 


and conclusively and 
eloquently the 


orator showed how the habits of intem- 
perance were a curse to the individual and 
to the citizen, and so to the spiritual man 
and to the patriot; neither the the nation 
nor the church could afford to counte- 
nance intemperance.

A very interesting meeting of the Board 


of Trade was held last night in the board's 
parlors in Hoosac Savings bank block. 
The attendance was not very large, but 
some of the most prominent and active 
men were present. E. S. Wilkinson who 
presided, explained in opening the meet- 
ing that a plan drawn by Mr. Elliott of 
Boston showing what it is possible to do 
with the new cemetery had been brought. 
There was an enlarged map by Mr. Locke 
who was introduced to explain it. The 
map showed the encircling road and the 
minor roads and an artificial pond. 
Mr. 


Locke said the place is very susceptible of 
beautification and some parts are already 
very good. T-here are enough trees on it, 
be thought, to beautify the place. He 
believed the lots already sold have been 
sold with reference to the proposed roads. 


George H. Kearn explained that the 


lots are being bought very fast. He was 
questioned in regard to the sale to see if 
the portion planned for a lake was too 
much space to devote to that purpose. 
He also explained that nothing had been 
done to prevent the carrying out of the 
plans presented and nothing had been 
done to carry them out because there was 
no money. He thought the larger por- 
tion of the lots of the north part would 
be sold in two years. 


G. L. Jewett said some two years ago 


there was a craze about a band stand and 
it occurred to him that a stand might be 
built near the old cemetery on ground 
that would never be used. In looking at 
the old cemetery he thought it might be 
made a park vand the. more he and his 
friends thought of it the better it seemed. 
The title of the old grave lots lies with 
the deacons of the Baptist church. His 
idea was that the cemetery could be used 
as a park in conjunction with unused 
grounds around the academy. The proper 
grade could be established and there 
could be a north and south entrance. 
There are many trees. If the Methodist 
parsonage property could be secured there 
would be about two acres for a park. 


D. J. Barber went with Mr. Jewett a 


year or two ago and viewed the property 
and agreed with him. It seemed that the 
idea of a band stand between the churches 
at the monument was a poor one. It was 
thought that a stand would be put on the 
academy property wh^n seats could be 
built and teamji could drive in. It did not 
look to him -*a~a very.difficult- thing to 
secure the old cemetery. He believed 
there would not be much objection to the 
removal of tlie dead bodies there. He 
spoke of the fine appointment of the pres- 
ent public park and said everything was 
there but the people. The value of the 
park as a place of public resort has not 
come up to expectations. It is the duty 
of the town to provide a place for women 
and children to'recreate in,to reach which 
will not be tiresome. 


Mr. Jewett said Mr. Orr had estimated 


that it would cost about |150 to remove 
the bodies. Mr. Barber said there were 
probably about 100 graves there. 
Mr. 


Kearn understood that the ground could 
not be taken. One objection to a band 
stand was that it was near a church and 
now there was an attempt to shove it on 
to another which was not fair. He spoke 
about the Congregational deacons kicking 
against the granting of a stand on Main 
street. He would not be willing to have 
any of his friend's bodies moved if they 
were buried in the old cemetery. Mr. 
Couch read a portion of the deed which 
he thought would prevent the town from 
receiving the cemetery for the purpose 
outlined. 


Rev. Father Jvers spoke on what nature 


has done 
for the town. 
First im- 


pressions are lasting and anyone coining 
into our town would receive impressions 
unjust to it. He suggested the removal of 
the track on the right side of the depot 
and the building of a park around the 
depot as in large places. There isn't any 
beauty, he said, in the grounds around our 
schools.

by applauding. He told of the good work 
of the temperance society, its increasing 
influence for good, and the work that 
awaited it in its new home recently 
erected. Then appealing to his audience 
that they 
should love their country, 


order and harmony so that the stranger 
will be impressed. 
He thought that 


street lines should be established. 
When 


street lines have_been established then we 
can begin to ornament' our streets and 
there is no better ornament than the 
noble tree. We can begin ' small, and, 
perhaps not in our day, but in the time of 
our ancestors there will be a city as fair 
as any. 


H. R. Hamer believes large corporations 


when they come in here believe they can 
do anything with our town. They think 
we are so busy, we haven't time to think 
of beauty. In regard to the depot, some 
little depots east are better than ours. 
The telephone and telegraph poles are 
unsightly, he said, and he showed there 
was no necessity of having the large poles 
on Centre street. 
In most towns they 


have 
nice 
iron 
poles 
for 
the 


electric road, but they give us anything 
here. He said the street railroad corn- 


touched for three or four months, not un- 
til the men go over the town and get 
around again. There should be a fine for 
putting paper in the streets or allowing a 
nuisance to remain in the street before 
one's premises. He told of a man with a 
little cart, shovel, broom and hoe who 
goes around in other towns to clean up. 
Six such men should be at work in North 
Adams. In regard to Fort Massachusetts 
he said, a few ladies were interesting 
themselves. They asked him if he thought 
the business men would help them in se- 
curing the property. The board of trade 
should help to take care of the natural 
bridge and such places. It should have a 
map made of points of interest and the 
boulevard scheme should be forwarded. 
He explained that he bad Mr. Elliott up 
here and he is willing to go over the 
ground with an engineer and make a map 
of the boulevard for 5200. To have that 
done he thought was a challenge to the 
board of trade. 


W. G. Cady thought that in order to get 


these good things we ought to begin at 
the foundation. He has always been in 
favor of making permanent roads. 
The 


only way to gee them is by top rock and 
steam roller and a section made every 
year. 
We need more tidiness in our 


streets. He had chased up and down the 
streets trying to keep the dry goods boxes 
off' them. The travel bridge and the river 
should be changed on State street and the 
Boston & Albany road cut off some hund- 
reds of feet. The boulevard scheme is all 
right, but let our present boulevards be 
boulevards. 


Dr. O. J. Brown said there is no other 


town but Hudson that has such dirty 
streets as ours. Holden street is the worst 
one in town. Eagle street is bad. Nature 
has come to our rescue now and cleaned 
us up with showers or we might have had 
a plague. He had often the idea of going 
out with his hat to get men to clean the 
streets 


George H. Kearn strongly advised all 


men interested in improvements to go to 
where the appropriations are made and 
see that they are made large enough. The 
trees should come down when sidewalks 
are built. There is no official but will do 
his duty if he is empowered. Not as long 
as we are a town will we be as we should. 
This board has not only to talk but to 
work. Put in somebody in office next 
year to do your work and down your fi- 
nance committee if you liKe. 


A motion was made by Mr. Barnard 


that it was the sense of the meeting that 
the 52,000 now in the hands of the select- 
men for cemetery purposes be used to 
beautify the cemetery according to plans. 
The motion was unanimously carried. 


George Hamer recommended the re-

NOT MORE THAN ONE TO BE BUILT THIS 


YEAR. 


It Has Been Discovered That the Town 


Debt is Well up to the Legal Limit 


The need of more school loom lias been 


gi ow ing i apidlj for a few years past and 
last spring it w as decided that the time 
had come w hen something must be done 
to provide suitable accommodations for 
all the school children of the town 
The 


question receiv ed attention at the hands 
ol the school committee and other public 
spirited citizens and it was decided that 
three large new buildings were neeessarv, 
one at Brajtonville, one on Veazie street, 
and one on Church street, the latter to be 
a completion of the present school house, 
which when built was only one-half of 
what the building was designed ultimately 
to be 


So much having been decided upon, the 


finance committee recommended that the 
school committee procure plans and 
estimates, after which a special town 
meeting was to be called for the purpose 
of authorizing the tow n to borrow the 
money necessary for doing the work The 
committee found that about £80,000 w ould 
be needed foi the purchase of land and 
the erection of the buildings, each of 
which was to contain eight looms 


A.t this point, however, an unlocked ioi 


obstacle pie«ented itself 
It was dis 


coveied that the town debt was so well 
up 
toward

act of the legislature It was decided to 
ask for such an act, but the knowledge of 
this necessitj came so late that the mov e 
was unsuccessful 
The adjourned town 


meeting was held April 20, and after that 
the plans and estimates had to be pro 
cured by the school committee. It was 
May 27 when the legislature was appealed 
to, but the time of adjournment (June 6) 
was so close at hand that the legislature 
declined to suspend the rules and pass the 
required act 


This settles the matter lor the time be 


mg and the new school houses are a thing 
of the future, with possibly one exception 
The committee hopes to be able toariaiige 
for the erection ot the Braytonv ille school 
house this year and w ill do so if possible, 
as the need is more pressing there than in 
any othei part of the town 
The cost of 


that school hjuse, with lot will be about 
£25 000 It is hoped the committee will be 
able to carrj out so much of the program, 
as the Braytonville district has been badly 
ov ercrowded lor some jears
